ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. '.). — John Ruskin is ill. 
His friuiuls regard his condition with 
anxioty. Mr. Elackeuier hits boon elector! 
his b accessor at Oxford. 

Efforts are boing made to secure the 
return to her mother of a missing tjirl, 
named Eliza Armstrong, who is. illegally 
hold by tho Salvation army. Mrs. Arm- 
strong accuses General Booth, leader of 
the Salvation army, of sending an agont to 
docoy her daughter from homo for tho 
purposo of making the girl a spectacle as 
a minor saved from a life of wickodnesii 
by the Salvation army. The girl is thir- 
teen years old. She has been traced to 
tho homo for fallen women, started by 
the Salvation army, and thence to tho 
town of Loreial-in-Domo, France, where 
she again disappeared. General Booth 
refuses to surrender tho girl and her 
mother has applied to the courts for action 
iu rocovoring her child. 

At Liverpool, last evening, the British 
bark Cambrian, from Portland, Oregon, 
came in collision with tho British ship 
Elizabeth Nicholson, from Manilla, Both 
vessels were badly damaged. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, Aug. 9. — At meetings held 
here and at Quebec, Louis Reil's pardon 
was demanded. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Aug. 9.— Prince Bismarck has 
Bummuned various leading German min- 
isters to attend a convention in this city. 
Count Von Minister, ambassador to ling- 
land; Herr "Von Radowitz, ambassador to 
Turkey; Baron Von Kendielo, minister to 
Italy, and Baron Von Oholoseen, Ger- 
many's representative at Vatican, will bo 
present at tho meeting. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, Aug. 10. — Exttfnsivo prepara- 
tions are being made for the meeting of 
tho Czar and the Emperor of Austria, 
which will take place shortly at Kremzer. 
The coBt of the decorations and other ar- 
rangements for tho meeting will roach one 
million florins. The greatest efforts are 
being put forth by tho authorities to pre- 
vent any attempt being made on tho life 
of either of the potentates. Hundreds of 
tho most experienced and trusted of po- 
licemen and detectives have been drafted 
for that special service. At tho town pre- 
cautions have already been taken to pre- 
vent tho mining of any portion of tho 
town, and great caro is being taken in re- 
gard to tho transportation of dynamite 
and othor explosive materials. All par- 
cels and boxes destined for Kremzer aro 
carefully examined before being permitted 
to bo sent to tho town. The names and 
occupations of the lodgors and all strang- 
ers arriving in town have been ordered to 
be furnished to tho police authorities by 
proprietors of the hotels and lodging 
nouses. No persons will bo admitted to 
the town after the 20th inst. without 
special permission. 

RUSSIA. 

London, Aug. 0. — Dispatches from St. 
Petersburg say that there ia a strong war 
feeling in Russia, and' military prepara- 
tions aro iu progress in Finland. 

Russia is building hurriedly a stragotical 
railway to tho Austrian frontier. 

PERSIA. 

London, Aug. 10.— Persia is engaging 
German officers to organize her army. 

SPAIN. 

MADRID, Aug. 0. — Incomplete returns 
report 4,(589 now cases of cholera through- 
out Spain yesterday and 1,602 deaths 
from tho disease. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Aug. !). — While a number of 
Orangemen were to-day returning from a 
farm in the county of Monaghnn, whore 
they had been cutting hay as substitutes 
for ovictod tenants, they were met by a 
party of tho latter in company with sym- 
pathizing friends, and fearing an attack 
from them tboy fired on tho crowd, 
wounding its chief man. Great excite- 
ment then ensued. The police had to ho 
called out in force to preserve order, and 
Beveral arrosta were tnado. Further 
trouble is feared. 

FRANCE AND CHINA. 
Paris, Aug, 10.— The minister of 



murine has received an official dispatch 
from Toiiiiuin stating that the Black Flags 
had raided live missionary stations and 
completely destroyed them, killing many 
Christians. Eight thousand of the fol- 
lowets of missionaries have taken refuge 
with the French troops. 

Reports from Marseilles received to- 
doy state that the weather is again very 
warm, and that cholera is increasing to 
such an extent that the hospitals have 
been opened for tho reception of patients 
suffering from tho disease. Reports from 
Toulon state two deaths from cholera oc- 
curred thero and several new caaos aro 
reported. 

EGYPT. 

Suakim, Aug. 10. — A force of Abyssin- 
ian troops, sent by King John, has re- 
lieved the garrison of 1,000, at Jarri, 
south of Kassala. 



THE CHARGE AT BATOCIIE. 

Col. Strati lieirs.ie goes itiio Pnr- 
t icu laire ••Corroborates <»«'ii<'i'- 
ul IUiddlctoii'si Statement. 

1' he following appears in a Kingston 
despatch to the .Montreal Star: The 
Winnipeg Maniioban some days ago 
published an interview with General 
Middleton, who said: "On the morning 
of the 12th J ordered that Col. Strati 
benzie should lead the infantry into 
Batoche on the centre and left of cur 
position, whilst I with the artillery, 
drew their attention on the right. For 
this purpose E went out early in the 
morning, taking the guns with me. I 
was considerably surprised, however, 
\ to find after we had Bred tho guns for 
some time that tho infantry were not 
moving, and accordingly came back to 
see what was the mat tor, and can you 
be surprised that I felt angry, and used 
strong expressions when 1 found they 
!iad not advanced at all? 1 went down 
on foot to Ooloiu 1 Stiaubenzie and told 
liim that 1 must take the ritle pits that 
d ty, and went out some distance ahead 
of the line, risking my own life to give 
con till once to the troops." 

ISow, while the real facts of the 
charge of Batoche are under consider- 
ation, an}' discrepancies that might oc- 
cur would affect history, so that it is 
well to correct ami give tho real essenti- 
al points. Lieut. Colonel Straubenzie, 
1). A. G. , was seen in Kingston on 
Saturday, and he related his position 
during tho charge. The Colonel says 
Gen. Middleton directed him to take 
tho infantry and to listen if he engaged 
tho enemy on the right to advance. 
Col. Straubenzie consulted with his of- 
ficers and told them that the troops 
would charge the pits. Col. Straubenzie 
advanced the men in his command to 
their old line of small rifle pits, and 
passed it. About midday the General 
catno back and met Col. Straubenzie. 
hie was apparently annoyed, and want- 
ed to know why Straubenzie had not 
advanced. ,0ol. Straubenzie replied that 
ho was waiting to hear of his (the Gen- 
eral's) engagement., and that he had 
heard only one gun. The general said 
he had been engaged, and that it was 
too had the line had not advanced. Col. 
Straubenzie asked if the men would 
fall out and take dinner before advanc- 
ing. Tlio General said, "Yea, dinner 
and supper too, if you like." The men 
had dinner and reformed, and Colonel 
Straubenzie asked the General if he 
should advance to the old [dace. The 
General said, "Yes, and further if you 
can." Col. Strubenzie returned to the 
infantry and advanced them to the old 
position, and finding the men favorably 
disposed sent them on tho charge, say- 
ing; "Now boys, <ro at them." lie had 
previously assured them of success by 
stating that the rebels were cowards, 
and that a good Canadian cheer would 
drive them out. Col Grassett immedi- 
ately advanced across the open, follow- 
ed by the Grenadiers, cheering. Col. 
"Williams, on the left, was forming up 
his companies, and seemingly hesitated, 
being considerably excited. Col. Stiau- 
benzie ran over ta Williams, and said, 
emphatically: ,( Go on, Colonel Wil- 
liams, what aro you waiting fori Ybu'l! 
spoil the whole charge if you don't be 
quick," or words to that effect. Colonel 
Williams responded that he was bunch- 
ing his men; but under Colonel Strau- 
bonzie's inspiration he entered on the 
charge, and participated in its success. 
Colonel Straubenzie ran back and ask- 
ed the General if he could have a com- 
pany of the Ninetieth Battalion to sup- 
port the charge. These ho himself led 
across the village churchyard. After- 
wards the General was rejoiced at tho 
success of tho movement, and compli- 
mented Colonel Straubenzie.

" ON PRINCIPLE." 

Our esteemed morning contemporary is 
anxioua tho public should know that ho is 
the only newspaper man in Victoria who 
declined to sign tho Cumyow momorial. 
Now, no one could possibly object to tho 
Standard man making a little cheap capi- 
tal out of what would Hoem to havo been 
on intentional omission of tho party circu- 
lating the petition, who considered that 
the name of our o. c. would carry so little 
■weight that its prosenco in the list was 
quite unnecessary; but wo do emphatical- 
ly object to our esteemed friend's allusion 
to ourselves. It is true that the editor of 
The Colonist signed tho Cumyow petition; 
but it is not true that at the time lie was 
aware that Cumyow eats rice with chop- 
sticks and associates ontirely with Chi- 
nese. Indeed, wo are informed on excel- 
lent authority that Cumyow and tho edi- 
tor and propriotor of the Standard board 
at the same restaurant, and that thoy fro- 
quontly discuss dainty dishes, politics, 
business affairs and religion at the same 
tablo. It is added that so far from Cum- 
yow subsisting on rico, which ho eats 
with chopsticks, ho is really a constant 
consumer of white man's food, which 
he carrios to his mouth with a fork, and 
a part of table furniture which our es- 
teemed contemporary invariably dispenses 
with, substituting thorefor a knife ! If 
the choice lay between chopsticks 
and a knife while public opinion would 
probably select tho former; although, as 
has beon shown, our cultured friend 
throws the weight of his influence in favor 
of the shining blade. The concluding 
portion of tho Standard's article ia intend- 
ed to bo overwhelmingly sarcastic. Ho 
styles us a "weathercock" on tho Chinese 
question, and calls on tho white working- 
men to watch us. Well, ao far as watch- 
ing goes, oveiy public man Htands in need 
of watching. It is sometimes a sure pre- 
ventive of crookedness, although in our 
contemporary's case, it is regretful to say, 
that watching proved of no avail. He 
was that slippery that ho wriggled through 
his constituents hands and disappointed 
thorn every time. On the Chiueso quos- 
tion ho was believed to bo sincere until it 
turned out that ho was the largest owner 
of Chinese tenement property on tho coast. 
Then the workingmon droppod him. 
Later, ho drove respectable white tonants 
from his property, and ia erecting two 
stono and brick stores, having leasud 
them in advance to Chinese firms. On 
nearly every post and deadwall within tho 
city there shines a placard issued at the 
instanco of tho Typographical union of 
this city. This placard relates how tho 
Standard proprietor demanded that his 
printers should work at Chinese rate3 and 
that upon their refusal to comply ho 
turned them into tho street to starve, re- 
marking that ho would carry his point if 
he had to send to Hongkong for Chinamen 
to set type ! This, gontleman of tho anti- 
Chinese association ia the individual who 
tells you that he refused to sign tho Cum- 
yow petition "on principle," and who is 
already making a bid for your votes at 
the next election. Should you watch 
him ? Oh I no. There is no necessity. 
You know him too well. Uo you believe 
that tho man who turned his white ten- 
ants off his land to substitute Chineso, 
and who would aond to Hongkong for prin- 
ters, rofused to favor Cumyow'a prayer

wide, and as its sides are throughout pre- 
cipitous it could very easily be hold by a 
small body of bravo raon against a much 
larger force. The Pasa is strictly speaking 
a ravine or defile, but at tho same time 
our surveyors have reported that it could 
very easily be made quite practicable for 
artillery. In fact, they have reported as 
much with hardly an oxcoption, of all the 
passoa across the Paropamiaus into tho 
plain of Herat. This fact reveals the rea- 
son of tho anxiety of tho Russians to ob- 
tain possession of tho Pass, which thoy 
now represent as being necessary to their 
communications with Akrobat, although 
from time immemorial tho route to that 
place from Sarakhs has been by way of 
Adu.m Ulan and Kangruali. In order to 
understand tho question better it must bo 
remembered that the right bank of Heri 
Rud is a stoop platoau, which is only 
piercod at raro intervals. Tho advanco of 
an army by the loft bank up to a certain 
point is easy, but thoro it is blocked, or at 
all events rendered extremely difficult by 
the Btony plateau which lies north of 
Kafir Kala. Tho Zulfikar ford and pasa 
afford tho convenient moans of crossing 
from tho left bank to tho right, and of 
reaching the valloy of Herat by tho Kom- 
bou Paas, which can also be traversed by 
artillery. There is no doubt that tho 
original intention of tho Russians was to 
move forward by the loft or Persian sido 
of tho rivor upon Kafir Kala, and that it 
is only recent survoys which havo led 
thorn to regard tho Zulfikar Pass as of 
much peculiar importance.

ZULFIKAR PASS. 



Zulfikar, named after Zu-al-fakar, the 
sword of Mahomod, which passed into 
possession of Ali, the great saint of the 
Shiahs, and which was tho suro givor of 
victory, is tho ford across the Hori Rud 
most favored by the Turcoman raiders in 
days gone by, and tho placo at which 
Kilich Khan, the wiso minister of YTur 
Mahomed, built one of his towers to watch 
and chock tho incursions of the Teko and 
Salor marauders on tho threshold of Herat 
territory. The Zulfikar defile does not 
appear to be of any very groat military 
importance, although it has always been 
noteworthy as affording a means of com- 
munication between a force advancing up 
the Heri Rud and a Hanking a column on 
the parallel lino through Adam Ulan, 
Kangruili, and Akrobat to Gulran. West 
of the Kangruali basin, which contains 
the salt lakes, on tho importance of which 
to the Turcomans the Russians have laid 
bo much stress, are tho two sandstone 
ridges pierced by tho Zulfikar defiles. A 
sort of nanow valloy iuturvenoa between 
the base of the first range and tho hoighta 
bounding the Kangruali baain on tho 
west. It was down this hollow from Adam 
Ulan that tho old Turcoman alamana uaud 
to come on their way into Persia. Thoro 
is also another broken valley between 
these ranges of sundstono, and about nine 
miles up this valley, and consequently 
away from tho Zultikar road, are the wells 
of Mulla Hairan Taka. The raiding par- 
ties used, after their long rido into Per- 
sia, sometimes ub far aa Meshed, to halt 
iomotimes at these valley wells, and the 
valley is closed both at tho northern ex- 
tremity and at tho southern by a tower 
which is called Dangli These towers 
wore posts of vigilance rather than of pro- 
tection. Between throe and five miles 
north of Mulla Hairan Taka is a gap or 
"damn" in tho sandstone range, and there 
is a similar fissure at the southern ex 
tremity of this valley, which is alao south 
of the Zultikar Pass. Tho towor at the 
Bouthorn extremity of this broken valley, 
which, as it wore, bisects the Zultikar 
Pasa, ia named Zakli, and is bo called 
on Captain Peacocke's map. Mulla Hairan 
Taka, of which tho Russians are now mak- 
ing aa much use as they did a short time 
ago of the salt lak^s of Kangruali, ia situ- 
ated on the alaman road from Adam Ulan 
to Zulfikar, about 17 or 18 miles south- 
west of the formor place and 13 or 14 
north-east of the latter. As alroady stat- 
ed, it is nine miloa north of tho Zulfikar 
Pass. Mulla Hairan Taka consists of noth- 
ing more than three wells, situated in a 
ravine about 100 yards to the right of tho 
road. With regard to thoZulfikarPassitsolf, 
wo may Bay that approaching it from tho 
Afghan sido it is 400 yards wide, with pre- 
cipitous aides of 400 or 500 feet rising to 
the plateau which skirts tho Heri Rud, 
and which is only pierced at considerable 
distances by practicable passes or routes. 
Of these the two principal are tho Ger- 
tnab near Pul-i-Khatun and tho Zulfikar. 
The former has been definitively trans- 
ferred to Russia, tho latter has boon dip- 
lomatically recognized as forming part of 
the Ameer's possessions, although the 
ratification awaits completion. To return 
to tho Pass, it is two or threo miles long, 
and although at its entrance a quarter of 
s iniio wide, it very soon narrows, and at 
p»e point it is not moro than 30 yards

The trial was a fair one 
in every respoct, and tho Brautford bind- 
er had every opportunity to distinguish 
itsolf, but owing to faulty material or 
workmanship, or a want of proper knowl- 
edge by tho owners as to how it should bo 
put together, it failed to do so. 

Every fair-minded man who witnessed 
the trial must havo admitted that the 
judges gavo a perfectly correct and impar- 
tial verdict, and that even had tho Brant- 
ford not broken down it could never havo 
beaten othor machines that wero on the 
ground.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 10.— Lord Iddosleigh 
first lord of tho treasury, moved in the 
house of lords this afternoon that the 
poors approvo that the proposed appoint- 
ment of a commission to inquire into tho 
cause of tho prosont depression of British 
trade.

Earl Granviilo opposed the appointment 
of the proposed commission reiterating 
his argument that by appointing it tho 
government would encourage the public 
in falao belief that parliament could by 
legislation romody tho ovil complaint. 

Tho Mark Lano Express in its roviow 
of the British grain trade during tho past 
sveek Bays tho average temperature has 
been equal to that of the preceding week. 
There havo been thunderstorms in tho 
greater part of the" kingdom, and tho 
nights havo beon cold. These conditions 
stopping a premature ripening of the 
crops, harvesting has been slower.

A letter 
from Askabad has tho following: Tho 
Russian railway to thia placo will bo com- 
pleted by October 1st. Officials aro busi- 
ly engaged in buying grain. Since tho 
conqueat of Akahatlekke territory four 
thousand Russians havo diod from effects 
of tho climate on thorn. 

PERSIA. 

Teheran, Aug. 10. — A letter recoivod 
hero from Herat, dated July 30th last, 
states that two thousand men are engaged 
constantly in work repairing forts and 
erecting groat bastions. Tho writer as- 
serts there is groat enthusiasm among tho 
citizens, and a determined resolve to de- 
fend tho city from Russian attack. 

GIBRALTAR. 
GinitALTAR, Aug. 10. — A person having 
died here to day from a malady apparently 
cholera, the Spanish authorities promptly 
institutod a land cordon debarring Gib- 
raltar from communication with contag- 
ious Spaniah territory. This action is 
proving a source of much annoyance to 
many persons in Gibraltar whose families 
live in adjacent villages which they can- 
not reach under the new arrangement. 

m SPAIN. 
Madrid, Atrg. 10. — Grenada is today in 
a most deplorable condition from the re- 
sult of tho ravages of cholera. Tho stato 
of affairs is really worse than it was at 
Naples last year during the cholera epi- 
demic in that city. Thoro are no doctors 
in Grenada, and dead bodies of cholora 
victiniB lie unburied in the stroots. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Aug. 10. — Major Chormsido 
telegraphs that tho rebels in July at- 
tacked Algedon, fifty miloa east of Kas- 
sala, and woro repulsed with a loss of 
seven Shiekhs and 370 men. Tho Kaa- 
aala garrison ia famishing. 

FRANCE. 

Marseilles, Aug. 10.— There woro 300 
deaths from cholera in this city during 
the past woek. 

Paris, Aug. 10. — Marchandon and 
Gaspard, murderers, wero executed thia 
morning in tho presonco of an immense 
crowd. It was a degrading spectacle. 

CUBA. 

Havana, Aug. 10. — Tho English mail 
steamer which arrived here to-day 
brought the following advices: Tho revo- 
lution in Venezuola was onded on tho 
10th July. President Oresho has issued a 
proclamation announcing tho ro-establish- 
ment of peace. 

Advices from Hayti to July 17th say 
three American Bailors woro arrested and 
imprisoned for an attempt to steal. The 
American consul has demanded that they 
be taken out of irons and hopes to sonurn 
an indemnity.

New York, Aug. 10. -Win. R. Her- 
rich, liquor merchant, was shot and killed 
in his residence this afternoon. His step- 
son'has been arrested on suspicion of com- 
mitting tho murder. 

Washington, Aug. 10. — Tho stato de- 
partment ia informed of one case of cholora 
at Malaga and four at Gibraltar. 

Rochester, Aug. 10. — Samuel Aller- 
ton,of New Arkansas, died to day, aged 
ninety-nine years, eight months and five 
days. 

Erie, Pa., Aug. 10. — Mrs. Frankie 
Morris, who was yesterday found guilty 
of murdering her mother, waa married 
last evoning to Harvey D. Oopoland, of 
WichitR, Kansas. 

Cincinnati, Aug. 10. — Police Liout. 
Michael Mullen was to-day released from 
the county jail, a pardon having arrived 
from Washington signed by President 
Cleveland. Mullen had charge of tho 
Hammond street police district at tho 
presidential election last November, and 
was convicted of having locked up in tho 
stationhouso over ono hundred colored 
men the night before tho election. Thoy 
wero dotained until after p. m. on elec- 
tion day, when they woro released. Mul- 
len was sentenced to one years' imprison- 
ment. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 10. — The Aus- 
tralian steamer Zenlandia arrived horo at 
eleven o'olock this morning, having on 



board Walter Lennox Maxwell who. it is 
<!'uppoaed, murdered Arthur Prollerat St. 
Louis on April Gth. Ho was in chargo of 
tho officers sent to bring him back to thia 
country. Maxwell positively refused to 
make any statement respecting tho crime 
with which he is charged. Ho said ho 
had been strenuously advised by his coun- 
sel before leaving Auckland not to open 
hh mouth except to put food in it. The 
ollicera in charge wero equally reticont on 
tho subject, and declined saying anything 
about tho crime or Maxwell's supposed 
connection therewith. Tho latter looked 
cheerful and said ho never folt better in 
his life. Ho will be tukeii east to- 
morrow. 

Advices by the Zealandia to-day stato 
that tho subsidy for tho San Erancisco 
mail service will not bo passed by tho 
house owing to tho strong fooling of tho 
Southern and Wellington members against 
the cost. It is beliovod, however, that if 
the government makes it a government 
question that tho subsidy will bo carried.

MEXICO. 

Cnv of Mexico, Aug. 10. — On Satur- 
day night a Spaniard named Gabriel, 
while drunk, run a muck stubbing sever- 
al citizens and two policemen and fatally 
wounding a colonel. Tho assassin waa 
captured by the police aftor a desperate 
light in which he was shot several timos. 

A sensation lias boon caused in high 
aocial circles by the arrest of a lady impli- 
cated in a former conspiracy against the 
government. Papers implicating her 
wero found on tho person of the wife ot 
a rebel leader on tho Pacific coast. The 
affair was five years old, and the lady libs 
been released. It ia reported that several 
high ecclesiastics wero originally parties 
to tho conspiracy, 

Valparaiso (via Galveston), Aug. 10. — 
Tho boilors of tho steamer Paquite do Loa 
Volos exploded while alio waa on a voyago 
from Coquimbo to Valparaiso, killing five 
persons and wounding six others.

Rkutna, N. W. R. , special telegram, 
Aug. -1. — Aftor negotiations between tho 
crown aud counsel for tho defence tho 
following half-breed prisoners concerned 
in tho rebellion, including Riol's council, 
pleaded guilty this afternoon to troason- 
felony: 

Pierre Porantoai', Pierro Gariopy, 
Pierre Henry, Emanuel Champaigno, 
Maximo, Lepine, Albert Monkman, Jos. 
Delorme, Phillip Gariepy, Joseph Ar- 
cand, Francis Tourand, Daniel Poranteau, 
Andre Nolin, Mosime Dubois, Elzear 
Swain, Fred Fiddler, Patrice Tourand, 
Jim Short, Alexander Fisher, Baptisto 
Vandule, Ignaco Poilreaa, Sr., Ignuco 
Poitraas, Jr., Piedno Vanal, Joseph Pil- 
an, Baptisto Rocheloau, Moiso Vanal, 
Joseph Pilan, Moiae Paranteau, and Al- 
exander Coger, alias Keo-Too-Wa-Hew. 

Paranteau, Nolin, Swain and Fiddler 
wero discharged. Sentence will not bo 
passed on tho others for eight days, dur- 
ing which time the balance of tho prison- 
era will be tried for murdor. In the 
meantime, the crown counsel will urge the 
government to treat thoso who pleaded 
guilty leniently.

Canadian Banks Have IUor«> 
Cash ilian tliey Ivnow 
What to do Willi. 



The City and District Savings Bank haa 
liBUod a circular to its depositors stating 
that the largo amount of monoy now de- 
posited in bank, and tho difficulty of lond- 
lng it on proper security, no ititoreat will 
bo allowed to any depositor on any 
amount over §4000. The Bank of Mon- 
treal will, it is understood, issue a similar 
circular, refusing interest on deposits ex- 
ceeding $3000. The Canadian Pacific 
railway has received §5,000,000 in treas- 
ury notes from tho government, which 
thoy have paid over to the Bank of Mon- 
treal, swelling tho surplus of idle money. 
To-day stocks generally wero from 1 to 2 
per cent higher, and tho B.uik of Mon- 
treal stock, which was selling at about 1112 
a woek or two ago, sold to-dayat over 
200.— Mon treal Dispatch.

Communication With Itacc 
ICocks. 

Considerable attention is being given at 
present to the important question of es- 
tablishing telephone or telegraphic com- 
munication between Victoria and Kaco 
Rocks for the purposo of speaking ships 
off tho harbor during foggy woathor. Sea 
captains and maritime men believe that 
this stop should bo taken immediately. 
Thoy say that thore is not a more dan- 
gerous or decoptivo place on tho coast in 
a fog than Race Rocks, their position be- 
ing directly in the course for this harbor 
on entering from the straits. Even tho 
beBt navigators give this point a wido 
berth in thick weather, as it is almost im- 
possible to determine their proximity. In 
case cf an accident or of ships overdue 
and obliged to lay off in the straits a tele- 
phone communication with this city 
would prove invaluable. Assistance 
could be summoned for distressed ships, 
or those becalmed and desiring to be 
towed into port. It is understood that 
measures will bo taken to establish a line 
to the Rocks this fall by gentlomen inter- 
ested in maritime commerce.

Hoi Majesty's ship Bacchante has had 
a vory lively titno lately in tho gulf of 
Aden. We don't know exactly how it 
came to pass, but she managed to anchor 
in the middle of a cyclone of great and 
original powers, which tostod her timbers 
to the utmost. The cyclone first tried to 
blow tho ship right out of tho water, but 
not being ablo to do this, proceeded 
"other gates" to do as much damage as 
possible. The sea ruBhed on board, filled 
tho admiral's steam barge with water, and 
carried away her headgear. Another big 
wave dashed on to the Bacchante's deck, 
carrying everything before it, tearing the 
punt from its davits, and making match- 
wood of the whaler The corvette's steam 
launch thou wont down bodily, and the 
admiral's launch capsized. Tho cabins of 
the Bacchante contained furniture which 
careered about as if it was drunk, and al- 
together the ship had a bad quarter of an 
hour. We doubt had tho Bacchant o gone 
down, if a single bouI would havo been 
saved of those on board. Short of calling 
a cab and driving to shore, nothing could 
havo boon done, and wo think that course 
might not at tho moment havo boor, prac- 
ticable. — American (Pari*) Register.

A Trip Through Cache Creek 
ami Bonaparte Valleys*. 



ECHO LAKE, 

at the foot of Pavilion Mountain, was 
visitod during the week for the purposo of 
testing its fishing capacity, of which we 
heard extravagant roports. About a dozen 
ladies and gentlemen started in the morn- 
ing in ono of tho covered stages of the ex- 
press company, with a lively four horse 
team attached, tho drivor handling tho 
ribbons in a scientific way, whipping up 
the Isggards and holding in the too am- 
bitious. Wo reached the desired point 
at eleven, having walked a mile ana a 
half on an Indian trail, felling trees to 
enable tho ladios to cross tho mountain 
streams, and packing our provisions and 
tacklo. A number wero left on shore to 
prepare lunch, and several proceeded in a 
newly made scow to entice tho mountain 
trout with deceptive flics. Almost im- 
mediately on casting tho lino a handsome 
fish of two pounds is landed by one of tho 
party, tho former playing with the line in 
an exciting way. Tho writer, after a few 
minutes' suspense, succooded in securing 
two one and a half pounders at a haul, and 
his reputation rose accordingly. During 
the day some most excellent sport was had, 
several vory largo fish being caught, one 
weighing about three pounds. In the 
early evening wo retraced our weary steps 
over tho trail to where our horses were 
tethered, and prepared for tho return 
drivo. Tho evening was cool and pleas- 
ant, and seated on tho top of tho stage a 
magnificent view of the 

LOVELY AND GRAND HCENKUY 

is obtainable. As we dash along young 
willow grouse walk off tho road with little 
concern at our presence. The hunting 
season is near at hand, and there is abun- 
dance of game in the neighborhood of 
Clinton; deor and mountain sheep in thu 
mountains, duck, grouse, quail and prai- 
rie chicken in largo numbers lower down. 
In tho morning we partake of a sample of 
the pink llesh of our yesterday's catch of 
tish, which makes a moat delicious fry. 

Several miles from Clinton ia Aluunt 
Soues, about 7000 feot above son level, 
Mr. Souen and other residents who havo 
climbed to the top over steep trails, are 
enthusiastic about the many beauties that 
everywhere aro to bo seen. On the sum- 
mit are extensive plateaus, parts of which 
are covered as with u carpet with large 
beds of the blue forget-me-nots, lupins, 
and other varieties of wild (lowers, which 
soem to have here their native home. 
Towering masses grow on the rocks so 
thickly that a pin's space is not visible. 
Further down, the mountain sides are 
covered with largo stretches of 

FLOWEKINO HEATH Kit, 

tho sight of whoso bright pink /lowers 
makes tho heart of the Scotchman think 
of "auld Scotia's" hills. On the summit 
of this mountain are also largo caves in 
which a man may walk upright for some 
distance. These are the resort and shel- 
ter of the mountain sheep and door, tho 
rough dark marble floors of the chambers 
having been polished us smooth as glass 
by tho foot of the wild animals, who aro 
in groat numbers. The view from tho 
mountain top iB spoken of as one of 
magnificent grandeur. Tho whole coun- 
try is laid before ono as a map, the range 
of vision taking in tho mountains to the 
Solkirks, tho big bend of the Columbia 
boing plainly seen. To tho southwest aro 
tho snow-capped peaks beyond the Eraser, 
while the northern country is also pic- 
tured. With a'good glass the topography 
of the country for an immenso distance, 
in any direction, is delineated. To get to 
tho summit from tho village is about 
thirty milos hard riding, and as wo had 
experienced enough of that refreshing 
exorcise on tho way to Clinton, 
and smoke shut out tho view, a visit to 
Mount Soues was not undertaken. 

Probably tho most charming and inter- 
esting drive within easy distance from 
Clinton, is that over tho Cariboo road to 
Sixty-one Milo croek, where is situated a 
most marvelous eccentricity of nature, 
known to the Clintonitos a3 

THE CHASM. 

About a quarter of a milo from the wagon- 
road, tho earth has sunk for a width of 
ha!f-a-mile and about seven miles in ex- 
tout to a depth of a thousand foot laying 
bare to the sight tho various strata of 
earth and rock forming tho ground upon 
which we stand. Tho pretty littlo creek, 
dashes over the cliff and finds its course 
among tho fir trees in the valley to a pic- 
turesque lako in the chasm that wo can 
plainly see over a milo off with the assi- 
tance of our glass. Tho rotten rock has 
worn away for ages, and about 'J00 foet 
from tho bottom of the chasm has formed 
sloop banks upon which tho hardy pines 
and firs havo grown luxuriantly. The 
rocks to this bank aro composed of u variety 
of bright and sombro colors, and looking 
from our elovated position, wo think that 
we havo never beforo gazed upon a more 
interesting, ruggedly grand and lovely 
sceno. Tho top strata of rock is of a rot- 
ton and loose nature, perforated with 
holos, showing its volcanic origin, and 
many of tho boulders we loosen from their 
long resting place to boo thorn leap the 
cliff, hoar tho dull crash in tho abyss and 
watch thorn rolling down through the 
trees in tho valley. In places the upper 
strata is clay or cetnont, and tho action of 
the woathor has worn them into all sorts 
of fantastic shapes. We can distinguish 
tho forms or heads of animals or giants; 
wo fancy ono or two appoar similar to 
heathen idols, while others aro tall col- 
umns, with a largo cap which has protect- 
ed tho lowor portion from crumbling from 
tho forco of tho storm into tho depths. 
Tho side of tho chasin in places is as even 
as though built by human hands, while in 
others it is jagged and juts out into rug- 
ged and dangerous looking points. Tho 
land from tho chasm on both aides is level 
and luxurinut with trees, shrubs and 
grass, and extends thus to the further 
end, whore it ends in a steep declivity and 
descends again to tho valley of the Bona- 
parte. This ia termed tho entrance and 
from tho immenso pillars that are exposed 
is called 

CASTLE ROCKS, 

a most suitable name, for it looks as 
though it wore tho abode of giants. The 
approach to this entrance is composed of 
low gravelly hills, with a wonderful varie 
ty of pobbles, some of which aro convert- 
ed into handsome ornaments by cutting 
and polishing. Occasionally a fine speci- 
men of agato is found. Tho drivo to 

SIXTY-ONE MILE CREEK 
Is at first through a very hilly country, 
all of which is of a very pleasing nature, 
the ascent being gradual, and the appear- 
ance of tho lightly wooded hillsides, 
that of an immense pleasuro ground. Up 
and down hill we go until wo roach Fifty- 
one milo creek, a mountain trout stream 
evidently, with bright sparkling water. 



Horo wo commence tho ascont of a throe 
mile hill, up which our good team walk at 
a smart pace. Beaching tho summit the 
road passes through a very inviting look- 
ing pine woods, tho festive chip-inon'as 
scampering ahead of our horaos every 
few minutes for a few yards and then 
dodging into some friendly hole, a dog 
who has made himself an uninvited guost 
dashing after them and evidently very 
much disappointed at oft repeated failures 
to make a capture. On tho start to return 
home, a showor of rain fell wetting us 
considerably. These 

RAINS ARK EXTREMELY LOCAL 

in their fall, and in this instance a twenty 
minutes sharp driving brought us under a 
dry sky. The evening drivo is delightful, 
tho air cool and invigorating and our 
spirits list) accordingly, the Professor who 
has tied mpaniod us breaking, at times, 
into song and occasionally remarking to 
his companion in mysterious Gaelic, 
which sounds oddly to ovr Eunlish 
ears. We trot our horse down tho long 
hill it a quick pace, the brake hard on. 
One has to experience the descent over 
these mountain roads to fully understand 
tho groat pleasure that there is in it. 
Wo see ahead sharp curves that make U3 
foar the result, but there is littlo danger, 
and occasionally a larger stretch of com- 
paratively level road allows us to get our 
vehicle into good control, Tho valley be- 
neath us is vory pretty, while overy once 
in a while at a turn in thu road such a 
grand view of 

THE DISTANT MOUNTAINS 

greets us that we are compelled to stop 
and scan it with our glasses. Tho homo 
Btrotch is mainly down hill, and we reach 
Clinton in an hour and three-quarters 
from the time of leaving tho chasm. 

Next day wo paid a visit to Castle 
ducks. A branch road runs from tho 
Cariboo road of medium worth, a vory 
stoop descent having to bo made on foot 
by eight of the ten passongers. Arrivod 
at the base in a short time we reach Fifty- 
one -mile ereok. A hundred foet from tho 
road thin stream dashes down in a fall of 
fifty feet from the height above, a most 
charming picture We only take a glimpse 
of it, lni! are informed that this is but 
one of \ , 

HE It I KM of POUlt FALLS, 

by which the creek descends from a rocky 
height of nearly a thousand feet to the 
pleasant valley below. It is filled witli 
delicious mountain trout, and a couple of 
our party who followed in a buggy and 
started fishing secured about forty fine 
tish. Tho road is fair from this 
point until we reach the ranch of 
Win Saul, ex-M. 1\ P., situated at what 
is called thu "Mound," an immenso beo- 
hivo sha' -.l pile of earth. Wo drivo 
through his well cultivated fields and ap- 
proach tli.) entrance to the chasin. Occa- 
sionally we alight to enable our drivor to 
pick his way past somo steep hill, at one 
time having to tie the bridles to tho Boats 
and hold on for all we wero worth te 
allow the heavy wagon to retain an up- 
right, position. At hist we can go no far- 
ther by wagon, so the horses aro unhitched 
and tho eatables packed to a pleasant spot 
near tho rocks on thu banks of the Bona- 
parte. 

THE FANTASTIC SHAPED PILLARS 

tower at this point eight hundred foot 
above us, and after lunch tho Professor 
climbs to their summit and precipitates 
huge boulders to the bottom for our edi- 
fication and to illustrate the law of grav- 
itation. Minus the mosquitoes, a delight- 
ful time is passed and lato in tho aftor- 
noon wo commence our return tramp and 
precarious drivo until wo again got on 
the regular road. Wo had to walk down 
tho steop hill, and on our return trip find 
that it iB necessary to climb up it. It is 
again in the cool of the evening when wo 
near Clinton, passing several fine ranches 
and tho lonely little group of graves on 
tho hill. 

This is our last day with the Clintonitos 
and tho conclusion has long beforo been 
arrivod at that they are tho most 

OBCNEROUS AND HOSPITABLE PEOPLE 
that we have met in our ramblings. 
As was before stated, we were surprised 
at tho many delights that surround this 
interior village. The cliinato is of that 
light, cxhilirating nature that ono fools 
its enervating effect immediately on en- 
tering it. Tiu: drives, the fishing and 
hunting, tho grand and lovely scenery 
that is in and near it, should 'make it at 
no distant day a resort for tourists and 
those wishing to spend a quiot, free holi- 
day. Now that the railway is completed 
to Ashcroft, where a bridge will probably 
bo erected, the means of reaching tho 
point are comfortable und enjoyable. 
From Victoria to Hammond or Yale, by 
steamer, from thence to Ashcroft by rail, 
and from this latter point by the stages of 
the express company, forms a trip of tho 
most varied and delightful nature, tho 
scenery along the route being of 

AN HVKlt-CUANCIINCl CHARACTER, 
so that the interest in it is retained from 
beginning to end. When it becomes more 
known and travel less expensive, thero is 
not a doubt but that Clinton will havo 
many it summer visitor. 

Wo bid good-bye to our new-found 
friends on this last night, and retire with 
tho information that we will be awakened 
at throe in the morning to take tho stage 
for Van Home. Having no further use 
for our homely cayuso ho was forwarded 
in the early part of tho week by bull- 
team express to its owner at Cache creek. 
(To be Continued.)

Mundorf and wife va. Doughorty- This 
was an notion brought by the plaintiffs 
against the defendant for assault and mal- 
icious prosecution. The parties reside in 
the district of Lillouet, about 12 miles 
from Clinton on tho Cariboo road, the 
plaintiffs at 121 mile post. The assault 
took place on thu 24th March, 188M, and 
after many delays tho case was brought 
beforo the court at Victoria yesterday. 
The defendant denied tho assault and al- 
leged that he was assaulted by the plaint- 
iff. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, Q C, and Mr. 
H. D. Helmckon appeared for the plaint- 
iffs; Mr. Chas. Wilson for the defenco. 

The case was tried before a jury. A 
number of witnesses were examined on 
both sides, the evidonco occupying the 
greater portion of the day. 

.■Vfter addresses by counsel Ilia Lord- 
ship summed up tho evidence, and tho 
jury retired at 7 p.m, At eight they had 
not found a verdict and were lucked up 
till 10 when they brought in a verdict of 
seven to tight in favor of the plaintiffs, 
giving §1 damages on each of tho two 
counts. At the request oT Mr. Helmckon 
His Lordship deferred judgment.

The Investigation. 

Tho oflicial enquiry into tho rocont 
stoamor disaster was continued yesterday. 

Donald Urquhart sworn, testified that 
lie was captain of tho Pilot, and a master 
mariner; saw tho Enterprise in Cadboro 
bay; a vessel as a rule will take a sheer 
when rounding that point; the pilot house 
and mast wore gono, and tho steamer al- 
most subjnergod; could seo that she was 
struck on tho port side; at time of acci- 
dent, 2 o'clock, it would be strong (lood 
tide; it all depends whether you aro 
watching a boat well whether you take n 
sheer or not; if a vessel was close to the 
kelp she must sheer when striking the 
tide; alio is bound to sheer; her helm 
would be of no use until she got into the 
even current; had witness been on the 
Enterprise ho would havo starboarded her 
helm if ho was on starboard of Rithet, 
oven after hearing tho latter'a whistle, if 
it would have saved collision; in his opin- 
ion tho accident was caused by adhering 
too closely to the rules of the road; that 
is in regard to thu whistles and old stylo 
of sailing. 

William Mc-yer sworn, testified that 
he was master of the Western Slope; wa3 
at powder works, Cadboro bay point; 
heard the crash and saw the accident; at 
the time tho Enterprise was clear of eddy 
and was just striking the tide; saw her 
settling and come over alongside the 
Rithet; did not see the Enterprise take a 
sheer; a vessel will tuko a sheer around 
that point if the tide is running strong; 
heard the Rithet blow her whistle; thoy 
were a quarter of a mile apart; was watch- 
ing them at tho time; tho Rithet was not 
too close into shore; no other vessel was 
coming; think the Enterprise was -100 
yards oil' tho rocks ; the tide took off the 
Enterprise and tho Slope towed her away; 
thoy wore locked about 25 minutes; if 
both had kept to port they would have 
cleared each othor; that was at tho time 
tho whistle blow. 

Direct to Japan. — A prominent man 
in railroad and steamer circles said yes- 
terday at the Driard, that he had knowl- 
edge from reliable authority, that within 
twy years time a direct line of steamships 
will bo organized to ply between Victoria 
and Japan. Ho bolioved that much of 
the Chinese and about all of tho Japanese 
exports would bo shipped by wny of tho 
Sound and tho N. P. and 0. P. railroads. 
Tho now company was already forming, 
and he thought Victoria would by this 
medium become more important than 
PurtkiHd ua a commercial port, and second 
only to San Francisco.

(Pet Northern Paclflo Railway.) 

REGINAj August 1. — Uolonel Irvine 
has received a telegram from Priuce 
Albert stating that one of the prison- 
ers, a Cree Indian, hanged himself in 
the guard room with a sash, dead. 

Intelligence has been, received here 
by Col. Irvine that Mclvor, who vas 
shot by Indiana at Saskatchewan Land- 
ing, two weeks ago, died yesterday. 
Immediately after being shot the police 
were sent out to patrol and examine 
the country. They found Indian foot- 
prints. An inquest was hold. 

Regina, Aug. 1. — Later information 
received at police headquarters indi- 
cate that the trouble at Maple Creole 
was not so serious as at first reported. 
It appears that a gang of mill hands 
working at Auclairo'a saw-mill, at the 
foot of OypressHills, were attacked by a 
band of Indians yesterday and had to 
swim the lake to escape. Mollroy, 
superintendent of the Cypress Hi lis 
district, telegraphed to Governor Dewd- 
ney, and a detachment of police was 
sent by Colonel Irvine to assist Moll- 
roy to scour the country. Dowdney be- 
lieves the Indians were South Piegans, 
who range that district every summer. 

Toronto, Aug. 1. — The Interprovin- 
cial cricket match ended here yester- 
day. Ontario defeated Quebec by one 
innings and 75 runs. 

John Milliard Young, a farmer from 
Mono township, while bathing off the 
Exhibition Wharf, was drowned last 
night. 

The Mail's Ottawa correspondent 
says the Govenor-General will be there 
on Tuesday when the change in the 
ministry will be an accomplished fact 
by swearing in of the ministers, 

Kingston, Aug. 1. — Major Short 
and wife were thrown from a carriage 
and both badly injured, the latter very 
seriously. 

Patrick Ryan, of Perth, who ac- 
cidentally shot Charles Cooper while 
testing a gun, has keen fined $200 or 
two months' imprisonment. Ryan was 
greatly distressed by the accident, and 
his father agreed to provide for the 
deceased's mother. 

Montreal, Aus:. 1. — Fire gutted 
the store of Mr. Crown, hatter and fur- 
rier. The family narrowly escaped. 

Kingston, July 30. — This afternoon 
an excursion arrived from Brockville, 
and shortly after Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy disembarked the latter took sick, 
and being carried to shore died inside 
of an hour. They came here to sec a 
son in the asylum, and last year slio 
lost another son. Mr. Kennedy is G. 
T. R. freight agent at Brockvi'le. 

Hamilton, Aug. 1. — This morning 
about 8 o'clock a \oung man, Frank 
Pearce, about 17 years of age, son of 
John Pearce, 44 Wellington-street 
North, deliberately shot himself in the 
breast, and died almost instantly. He 
had quarreled with his girl. 

Pembroke, Aug. 1. — The steamer 
0. Okely was burned to the water's 
edge at the lower town wharf, one 
mile from here, about two o'clock this 
morning. Three of the crew perished 
in the flames, and one who jumped into 
the water and was unable to swim, was 
drowned. Two others who also took to 
the water are seaiously burned, but 
may recover. The names of the unfor- 
tunates are Louis Ricartl, of Portage 
da Fort; Sydney Smith, of Fitzroy 
Harbor; John Gibnon, of Deux Riviera;
